Fear can cause digestive disturbances, 
skin diseases, and various types al- 
lergies. Hidden and disguised fears are 
the root many abnormalities 
personality and may account for the 
strange and often bizarre symptoms 
people who are mentally ill. Fear 
the root most cases insomnia and 
excessive fatigue (when there 
physiological disturbance account for 
the condition). Most can recognize 
the symptoms fear that con- 
scious. Most us, too, these days 
when psychosomatic medicine 
highly publicized, are aware the 
relation between emotional states, and 
especially repressed fear, and bodily 
ailments. But what less known, and 
know, that many academic problems, 
such problems school achievement, 
also have their roots obscure emo- 
tional states. Often the problem es- 
sentially one fear, although repressed 
anger and hostility may also present. 
use the word “obscure” indicate 
that there are external symptoms 
that would lead you diagnose the 
situation readily one fear. Often, 
the child who hiding his fears not 
only from others but 
gives the appearance being dare- 
devil, defying authority, being 
indifferent what people think him, 
and being afraid nothing. must 
not allow ourselves deceived 
such appearances.

Some Fears Are Normal 


not wish imply, course, 
that all fears are abnormal. There are 
some fears that form the very core 
human life. There are some things that 
must fear want live fully 
human life. Death, for instance, 
reality, and all must have 
healthy fear dying unprepared. 
abnormal not think from time 
time one’s last end and make prep- 
arations for it. clearly flight 
from reality live though this life 
were the end and goal all our human 
striving. Then, too, there are lesser fears 
that must part our daily life. 
must fear the cars the road 
that are likely run down. 
must take the necessary precautions for 
preserving our health. There nothing 
abnormal this; the contrary, such 
fears are healthy and normal. What 
not normal, however, the fear that 
paralyzes effort that gives rise 
despair; the fear that keeps one perpet- 
ually the house rather than risk the 
danger being run down car; 
fear germs that keeps one away from 
educational conference for fear 
sitting next someone who has cold! 
What not normal the sort fear 
that dries our initiative, that makes 
dread the dawn each new day, 
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that makes look upon life seriés 
series challenges our love God. 
often this kind fear that makes 
unwilling get the morning 
and sometimes just unwilling 
bed night. The normal, happy 
child does not find difficult get 
the morning, provided has 
been put bed early enough night. 


Effects Fear 


can think better way dem- 
onstrating you the crippling effects 
abnormal fear than describe for you 
mindedness. Often this condition mis- 
taken for genuine feeble-mindedness be- 
cause symptoms are, for the most 
part the same. You will, course, sel- 
dom find children like this your 
classrooms since they not make even 
the most rudimentary adjustments 
school life. But see many cases 
this kind our psychological clinics. 
The reason start with example 
like this that shows clearly the 
relation fear intellectual achieve- 
ment. Pseudofeeble-mindedness 
pathological condition brought 
fear and must treated specialist 
emotional problems. But differs 
only amount from what you see 
your classrooms every day the year. 

Pseudofeeble-mindedness condi- 
tion apparent feeble-mindedness, 
which the child does not react intelli- 
gently his environment, which 
does not learn very much very 
rapidly, 
which does poorly intelligence 
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tests. This important fact. Many 
children who appear stupid are sent 
educational clinics for intelligence tests. 
When they make poor scores the 
tests, the layman’s diagnosis sup- 
posedly confirmed, and the child 
classified feeble-minded. Now, 
judgment, this conclusion rests upon 
false reasoning. The same emotional 
maladjustments that keep the child from 
functioning intelligently the ordinary 
situations everyday life also keep him 
from performing adequately in- 
telligence test. clear, then, that 
have here vicious circle when use 
intelligence test though mea- 
sured something independently emo- 
tions. know, course, that this 
not the usual way looking such 
tests. kind educational heresy. 
But there much said for this 
point view. emotional disturb- 
ance prevents child 
properly intelligence test, sim- 
ply have from our test score one more 
indication that there something seri- 
ously wrong with the child’s adjust- 
ment life; not have any 
clear-cut evidence that his mental facul- 
ties are defective. sad, think, 
realize that children have been com- 
mitted schools for the feeble-minded 
the basis such tests and have 
been deprived forever 
chance live full, complete human 
lives. 

Many you, sure, are familiar 
with the autobiographies who 
were once considered feeble-minded. Per- 
haps the one that best known 
Catholic circles that the late Dr. 
Shields the Catholic University and 
which was published under the title 
The Making and Unmaking 
Dullard. What have not recognized 
until recently that this condition 
much more common than genuine feeble- 
oddity that occurs once about fifty 
years. daily occurrence, but 
condition that has gone unrecognized 
and untreated because our limited 
and faulty methods diagnosis and 
treatment. Today, with our compre- 
hensive methods personalitv studv, 
including expressive and projective tech- 
niques, this condition being recog- 
nized for what and are less 
likelv mistake for genuine feeble- 
mindedness. 

What that causes pseudofeeble- 
mindedness? not easy answer 
this question because many factors 
are present. Impaired vision 
ing are important factors, course, 
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not just because they cut child off 
from much the intellectual stimula- 
tion necessary for learning, but also be- 
cause defective sense organs limit the 
number and variety satisfactory ex- 
periences that child can have with 
other people. Hearing difficulties hinder 
child from learning language. Not 
only does the hard-of-hearing child fail 
speak and react properly 
language, but his emotional world, too, 
the deaf child. The person who hard- 
of-hearing well the deaf person 
tends emotionally depressed since 
lives relatively “dead” world, 
with background sounds, such 
children playing the streets 
birds singing the trees, keep 
him emotional contact with the rest 
the world. Consequently, even when 
find some real physiological reasons 
for pseudofeeble-mindedness, 
that part the condition least 
can attributed unhealthy emo- 
tional conditions. 


The Insecurity Factor 


Obscure emotional maladjustments 
constitute one the chief causes 
pseudofeeble-mindedness. 
ent-day living conditions many parents 
are unable provide living arrange- 
ments for their children that are emo- 
tionally These children find 
very early life that matter what 
do, one seems love them 
care for them. Children must con- 
vinced that they are loved and valued 
and that the world can pleasant 
place before they will make the effort 
adjust it. Some children find 
easier give the struggle and live 
vegetative level than suffer con- 
tinual humiliation and pain. These chil- 
dren not relate emotionally other 
psychological examiners. 
need for love has been frustrated, they 
have learned save themselves pain 
not loving. think the 
this reaction clear: you not 
love anybody, then one can hurt vou. 
These children not acquire language 
skills because language learned not 
only hearing sounds, but emo- 
tional identification with the people the 
child loves and with whom wants 
communicate. For this reason, any test 
based upon the use 
measure intelligence alone, more com- 
prehensive aspects the personality, 
doomed failure for the child who 
deeply disturbed emotionally. 


Emotion and Reading 


interesting note this con- 
nection that specific mental disabilities, 
such lack social intelligence, 
reading disabilities, and inability 
grasp number concepts, are invariably 
associated with emotional disturbances. 
child who has reading disability 
always emotionally maladjusted. Teach- 
ers usually attribute the emotional diffi- 
culty the reading problem, that is, 
they seem feel that the reading 
disability the cause the emotional 
problem. Yet there considerable clini- 
cal evidence show that the cause and 
effect relationship may just the op- 
posite. Reading disability seems 
the result emotional disturbance 
much more often than cause. 
Reading disability, and other specific 
disabilities, are often symptoms that 
the child deep distress and needs 
help with problems much more urgent 
his life than his relation the 
printed word. Typically, children with 
severe reading difficulties are rejected 
their parents are rebellious against 
them. Many them are jealous 
brothers and sisters. Often the reading 
disability masks feelings intense hos- 
tility and aggression which the child 
cannot express any other way with- 
out incurring punishment. Because his 
parents consider reading necessary 
gets revenge refusing read. The 
motivation, course, may entirely 
unconscious. There are several clinical 
studies, too, that show that child’s 
difficulties with arithmetic may stem 
from the overprotective attitude his 
mother. any case, our problem 
helping these retarded children pri- 
marily that uncovering the uncon- 
scious well the conscious motiva- 
tion the child, helping his parents 
change their unwholesome attitudes 
toward him, and giving the child 
himself the chance discover that life 
can good. These children cannot ac- 
cept advice and not profit from 
teaching: their discouragement too 
deep reached such surface 
approaches. But often, over long pe- 
riod time, can build the 
child feeling that can trusted 
and that care what happens 
him. are willing accept him 
is, avoid putting pressure 
upon him become like other chil- 
dren, may find that after long 
period time last reaches out 
emotionally and ready tell 
how really feels. must learn 
respond his feelings and accept 
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them without praise blame. This 
necessary first step helping the 
emotionally disturbed child bring his 
emotions the surface. 


Willing and Learning 


And now let say few words 
behalf those unhappy children 
find our schools who have average 
above average but who fail 
achieve school life degree 
success commensurate with 
measured intelligence. These are the 
children who baffle teachers, parents, 
professional workers. Typically, when 
they look the child’s school record 
and then compare with his measured 
intelligence, they shake their heads and 
say sadly, “Isn’t too bad. has the 
ability but doesn’t produce. could 
better only would.” the 
teacher especially conscientious, she 
likely tell the child how she feels 
about him, hoping thereby stimulate 
him put forth more effort. 

The problem face helping the 
child that helping him will 
the effort required. The problem not 
solved giving label. Diagnosis 
not treatment. may compare this 
case that medical patient who 
told his doctor that his digestive 
difficulties are the result 
bladder disturbance and that his gall 
bladder must taken out. Obviously, 
the patient better off for being 
told that his gall bladder must come out 
unless has competent surgeon 
perform the operation. Similarly, child 
ciently serious prevent normal prog- 
school cannot cure himself with- 
out special treatment. Instead saying, 
“He could change would,” would 
more accurate say, “He could 
perhaps improve someone with suffi- 
cient skill could help him want 
change.” The ability live one’s life 
high level efficiency does not 
depend the alone but upon the 
structure and functioning the whole 
personality including the attitude the 
child has toward life. the degree 
which his basic emotional and social 
needs have been satisfied, the concept 
has his own strengths and weak- 
nesses, and the extent which his 
sense self-regard involved the 
tasks presented the school.

ment for pedagogical reasons. Cases 
such have described serve im- 
press you with the interrelationship 
emotions, intelligence, and academic 
achievement. But the same relationship 
present all our lives. The same 
principles hold for the intellectual de- 
velopment and the school achievement 
every child, although the relationship 
these more dramatic cases. im- 
portant, think, for teacher realize 
that the environment each child 
her classroom different from that 
every other child. Each child comes 
school with his unique background 
joys, sorrows, fears, hostilities, and 
anxieties. His experiences school and 
the playground are superimposed 
upon this emotional background. The 
child’s need desire learn inti- 
mately related these feelings and 
emotions. And unless child wants 
learn and ready learn, there not 
much that you can teach him. 


Children’s Emotional Needs 


important also realize that 
all children have certain basic emo- 
tional needs. These needs must satis- 
fied some healthy way the child 
will find unhealthy compensation. 
Let just enumerate few these 
needs: the need for sense personal 
dignity and worth, the need for emo- 
tional security with least one person, 


the need for love the need give 
and receive affection, and the need for 
order and consistency. All these 
needs are self-explanatory except per- 
haps the last one, the need for order 
and consistency. What mean this 
statement that the child must 
able predict within reason what 
can and cannot without punishment. 
punishment today punished tomorrow, 
his parents teachers show af- 
fection toward him today 
row, for apparent reason, treat him 
with coldness and indifference, can- 
not acquire the self-assurance that goes 
with knowing where stands with 
other people. Consequently, vague 
anxiety may color all his social in- 
tercourse, especially when with 
adults. This makes impossible for 
him keep his mind the subject 
matter lesson. But, even more 
serious result this lack consistency 
the child’s life that develops 
neurotic preoccupation with what other 
people think feel about him. 
becomes more concerned with what peo- 
ple think than about what 
right wrong. 


Difficult Task 


The chief problem, then, that 
teacher faces helping emotionally 
disturbed child succeed school 
that helping him want learn. 
And this, believe, the most diffi- 
cult task teacher ever has face. 
Unfortunately, cannot solved 
giving advice direct teaching, but 
requires sensitive and delicate adjust- 
ment the part the teacher the 
emotional needs and emotional frustra- 
tions the child she becomes aware 
them. The ability understand and 
help disturbed children not acquired 
day. does not come from reading 
and study alone but from the teacher’s 
general experience life well 
from her experience dealing with 
children. The first step prerequisite 
acquiring this ability realize that 
the environment each child 
classroom unique for that child, 
since comes school with his own 
individual pattern emotional experi- 
ences. And the second step realize 
that. since the child’s willingness 
abilitv learn school intimately 
related his feelings and emotions, 
you must just much concerned 
about his emotional life you are 
about his intellectual growth and de- 
velopment.

Some 
these choirs are large and some are 
very small, too small for very good 
choral results. Some practice every day, 
and some every now and then. Some, 
more than most people realize, sing 
every single day, least every Sun- 
day, and some them perform only 
for the big occasions like Christmas 
Easter. But whatever their situation, 
their training, and their obligations, the 
children’s choir, particularly the boy 
choir, often thorn the side 
principal, source endless annoy- 
ance the grade teachers, worry 
the director, and woe the boys. 


Time for Practice 


Consider that order sing re- 
spectably well, boy choir must first 
trained vocal technique, and then 
coached the performance difficult 
church music, Latin text. The boys 
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must know enough music supply 
the liturgical needs the parish and 
they must know with some degree 
independence, and perform with 
some degree artistry. The prayerful- 
ness the congregation will af- 
fected the quality the choir’s 
performance.

Less than that will not get the work 
done properly. must remember that 
the work the boys the Sunday 
sung Mass least difficult, not 
more so, than the work they are doing 
arithmetic history, which are 
usually given minutes day.

This situation perhaps all too com- 
mon. most unfortunate situation, 
for puts penalty choir member- 
ship that choir boys, already doing 
extra work, not deserve, and defi- 
nitely should spared. since 
there are ways solve the problem, 
would seem only just and logical 
examine some them. 
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Parish Asset

However, the financial problem one 
for the pastor. sensitive the 
esprit corps his parish will 
give them good choir, for parish 
takes pride its choir. may not 
complain the pastor poor choir, 
but will publicly endure 
vately deplore one. 

For school authorities, the main prob- 
lem one schedule. And sometimes 
the school schedule that mainly 
responsible for the feeble, incompetent, 
stumbling performances boys who 
are unsure and uncertain words 
and music, for the strident screaming 
youngsters who shout out the same 
mediocre music Sundav after Sundav.

They can sing the most difficult liturgi- 
cal music. They get expert music 
readers, and have command Latin 
diction that the envy many 
their elders. 


Suggested Solutions 


Such choir worth the trouble 
might cause, and would well worth 
consultation among the people con- 
cerned pastor, principal, choir- 
master, and grade teachers figure 
out acceptable schedule. 

One might begin such conference 
with the understanding that only in- 
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telligent boys make good choir boys. 
These are the boys who can learn 
whole new Proper the 
every Sunday. They are the boys whose 
will not ordinarily drop below the 
100 mark, and probably will well 
above it. These are the boys who can 
miss few periods class instruction 
and make the work, they get 
little direction and little encourage- 
ment. Being boys they will need both. 

Several plans might suggested for 
bettering the choir schedule. Some 
schools try rotating period for the 
choir. Rehearsals are planned for 
different hour each day, and the choir- 
master has some kind bell signal 
remind the boys and their teachers. 
This ordinarily works very well. boy 
who misses his arithmetic only once 
week not going fail the final ex- 
level intelligence found among choir 
boys. 

Other schools try rotating the school 
subjects. Where the choirmaster not 
full-time teacher the school, 
generally wants the boys after the parish 
morning Mass. these schools teachers 
begin the day with different subject 
each morning. The boys not miss 
more than one period each subject, 
and again, with little suggestion from 
the teacher the matter homework, 
they can make up. 

third solution works

Why Not Use Teachers’ Aides? 


The use teacher aides, crutch 
the classroom teacher, being tried 
growing number communities 
throughout the nation. Overcrowded 
classrooms and the multiplying inroads 
made the teacher’s time sub- 
professional activities have prompted 
both teachers well parents seek 
remedy through the employment 
teacher aides. Teacher aides are high 
type persons with interest the 
problems education yet lacking the 
professional training required 
teacher. They may high school grad- 
uates, students who completed only part 
their college training, housewives, 
women with varied experience office, 
social welfare, the commercial world. 
After brief orientation, they are as- 
signed teachers the classroom 
whom they assist performing certain 
clerical, housekeeping, technical, and 
noninstructional supervisory duties. 


Teachers’ Nonprofessional Activities 


With increasing frequency recent 
years, teachers have been complaining 
about their plight the multitude 
subprofessional activities which eat into 
their time and drain their energy. 
recent survey San Diego revealed 
that teachers there spent one fifth 
their school day activities not di- 
rectly related the improvement 
learning; such activities correcting 
and grading papers, recording data, fill- 
ing forms, classroom housekeeping 
cut deeply into their professional day. 
This past June, the teachers Massa- 
chusetts reported their most time-con- 
suming clerical activities be: (1) 
computing attendance, (2) counting 
money, (3) transcribing records per- 
manent form, (4) running off copies 
work sheets and seat work, (5) record- 
ing results standardized tests per- 
manent form, (6) preparing reports 
multiple form, (7) excessive record 
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keeping inventory control, (8) pre- 
paring material for organizations out- 
side school. These duties can 
taken off the teacher’s schedule the 
teachers’ aides. seems reasonable 
assume that, the greater the amount 
time teacher spends activities that 
might called extraneous instruc- 
tion, the less efficient the instruction 
likely be, and consequently, the more 
wasteful the process education. 


Parents Teacher Aides 


Washington, C., the Turner 
Elementary School uses parents 
teacher aides. This plan has been op- 
eration for the past five years. Under 
the supervision teachers and admin- 
istrators, parents perform those sub- 
professional duties for which they are 
best Their services are given 
gratuitously. similar plan opera-

New Means Recruiting Teachers 


The eight teacher aides selected range 
age from 42, all whom are 
women, most whom are their 30’s. 
Three are married and have children 
their own. Most have had couple 
years education beyond high school. 
Their occupational experiences varied: 
saleslady, buyer, clerk, secretary, Red 
Cross worker. All were interested ed- 
ucation and the prospect helping 
teachers the classroom. The teacher 
aides are participating in-service 
program which carries college credit. 
While the Bay City experiment 
its first year, already apparent that 
the experiment points the way 
effective means recruiting teachers. 
Six the eight teacher aides are plan- 
ning becoming bona fide teachers 
and have registered for courses leading 
the fulfillment this ambition.

aide; that teacher aides make pos- 
sible for them maintain fresher, 
less frustrated, more enthusiastic point 
view; that they can function more 
effectively classroom, even though 
larger number pupils are present, 
when they have someone assist them 
than when they are alone. 


Opportunity for Catholic Action 


These experiments with teacher aides 
would seem hold considerable prom- 
ise utilized our Catholic elemen- 
tary schools. plan 
would seem provide opportunity 
Catholic mothers whose children are 
school whose family has grown. 
This vast potential Catholic mothers 
constitutes untapped resource for 
Catholic education. Teacher aides will 
not solve the teacher shortage confront- 
ing our schools, but they can help al- 
leviate the critical situation over- 
crowded 
frayed nerves and mounting “nervous 
breakdowns” among teachers. They can 
help the teachers better job the 
classroom. the same time, utilization 
our Catholic parents teacher aides 
offers parents excellent opportunity 
exercise more effectively their tradi- 
tional, primary, and rightful role 
educators. 

more parents were given the op- 
mately our Catholic school system, 
might find the problem public re- 
lations well the way toward solution. 
One thing certain: parents would 
have more sympathetic understanding 
the problems confronting our schools; 
working the system, they would 
led feel more personally responsible 
for working toward the solution these 
problems.

Several candidates for the masters degree 
Immaculate Heart College, Los Angeles, 
have completed research the attitudes and 
factors accompanying the selection voca- 
tions the religious life. With the increase 
and the great need for religious vocations, 
secondary teachers are concerned with those 
programs that are most effective presenting 
the religious life modern youth. Much 
trial and error well opinion have entered 
into the problems connected with the decision 
religious vocation. Because the 
youth our times with the needs and de- 
mands modern society must understood 
encouraging and developing vocations, five 
theses these factors were presented 
conference Vocational Research July 22. 

This conference was planned for representa- 


tives religious communities who are respon- 
sible for the directing and developing pro- 
grams religious vocations. Some 200 priests, 
Brothers, and Sisters attended. Rev. Joseph 
Weyer, vocational director for the archdio- 
cese opened the conference with talk entitled 
“Vocational Development.” Two panels fol- 
lowed. The first considered the “Research 
Environmental Factors Influencing Voca- 
tions” wherein the following topics were 
given those who conducted the research: 
(1) “Selective Factors Vocations the 
Priesthood,” (2) “Family Life and Vocations,” 
(3) “Secondary Factors Associated With Vo- 
cations the Religious Life,” (4) “Changing 
Attitudes Deciding Vocations,” and (5) 
“Fostering Vocations the Teaching Brother- 
hood.”

The program originally provided 
the Prosser Resolution made 1947 
conference educators Chicago was 
designed for the pupils neglected 
the contemporary education, especially 
vocational training and the practical 
arts. Even from the beginning as- 
sumed wider scope. Commissioner Stude- 
baker pointed out the time that 
only per cent the students 
high school age entered the senior high 
school and but per cent were gradu- 
ated. The program was originally aimed 
the neglected per cent and the 
maladjusted portion the per cent 
from the standpoint practical train- 
ing. But the ideal became immediately 
program for universal secondary edu- 
cation. Said Commissioner Studebaker: 

“Tt has long been cherished hope 
the American school system make 
secondary education quite much the 
common heritage youth elementary 
Hence the title the report 
the Conference was Life Adjustment 
Education for Every Youth. 

The attack, however, not made 
the lack practical training only. 
Failure secure universal secondary 
education due economic lacks 
students, inaccessibility schools, and 
that “too many schools teachers 
fail provide high school instruction 
having sufficient meaning, value, and 
appeal the pupils and their parents 
overcome deterrents high school 
attendance.” This the Commissioner 
Education’s comment. The report 
more 

“That secondary education today 
failing provide adequately and prop- 
erly for the life adjustment perhaps 
major fraction the persons 
secondary school age. 

“That broadened viewpoint and 
genuine desire serve all youth 
needed the part teachers and 
those who plan the curriculums 
teacher-training institutions. 

“That supervised program work 
experience ‘must’ for the youth 
with whom the resolution concerned.” 

Catholic education the secondary 
level should engage self-examina- 
tion and discover what extent the 
adjustment” principle has infected 
its practices. And especiallv the ethical 
and moral aspects the programs need 
examined. 


The Catholic schools should con- 
cerned, too, about the fact that the 
Life Adjustment Commission going 
implement the reports Commis- 
sions the N.E.A. and the American 
Council. They certainly will not agree 
with some these, sometimes basically 
and sometimes details. 

The program for neglected portion 
the secondary school population was 
translated into universal secondary 
education program. The basic needs 
the students needing vocational and 
practical training was perhaps not ade- 
quately met 1947, but substantial 
progress had been made and was 
progress.

from the Columbia University College 
Physicians and Surgeons 
bluntly: 

“Tt seems the time has come 
leave mother and child alone.” 

The psychiatrist here, well the 
teacher, should particularly careful 
what they say the less secure par- 
ents. They are the ones most easily 
disturbed. They are the ones who get 
scrupulous about their children, the 
great injury the child.

Kenneth Irving Brown his Not 
Minds Alone says that for the Christian 
administrator, the educational center 
must God. Education deserves 
God-centered. And adds, men 
differ their understanding God, 
the educational center will move 
within the orbits those differences. 
According Dr. Brown, God represents 
“the highest known good, the clearest 
known truth, and the deepest known 
love.” And read further on: man’s 
interpretation shifts “must always 
come back the ultimate pivotal center 
which God.” Such statements give 
certain opportunity for semantic devi- 
ousness. One certainly must very 
careful recognize how the word “God” 
certainly chameleon character. 

This attempt, Mr. Brown as- 
sures us, re-enthrone theology. But 
let see what God pivotal center 
means. read: “It will mean, how- 
ever, continuing referral the dis- 
ciplines the educational center 
that God according whatever in- 
terpretation shall given: for the 
Christian, the Father Our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ; for the Moslem, 
Allah; for the secularist, man’s highest 
good; for the pagan, exalted self- 
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God will revealed the disci- 
plines the curriculum” (Not Minds 
Alone, 123). 

And somewhat similarly read 
the first report the American Council 
Education committee the rela- 
tion religion public education: 

“In simple terms religion implies 
ultimate reality which supreme 
allegiance must given. this ulti- 
mate reality men have from time im- 
memorial given name— God. The 
religious man finds warrant for all 
his conceptions worth, right, 
duty, and human destiny his 
relationship this ultimate reality. 
There wide difference the ways 
which men define this concept 
God, ranging from highly personal 
abstract philosophical terms; from em- 
phasis the transcendent emphasis 
the immanent; from frankly super- 
natural conception one that endows 
the cosmos itself with spiritual pur- 
pose and power. However, religion af- 
firms overwhelmingly reality that 
transcends the flux events and con- 
strains men toward the true and the 
good” (p. 11). 

The obvious lesson from these quo- 
tations would seem that 
any educational discussion outside the 
Church, the use the word “God” 
practically meaningless. there- 
fore the utmost importance all 
discussion religion know what the 
basic concept God means specifically 
the particular author.

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FABLES AND FALLACIES 


Catholic education should produce 
scholars not only replete with factual 
knowledge, but also possessing the correct 
viewpoint regarding God, society, and 
themselves. One indispensable phase 
education for such integrity the develop- 
ment critical sense. critical sense 
not mean universal skepticism the 
obstinate refusal accept irrefutable evi- 
dence; mean the fostering prudent 
reserve regarding the tenets and policies 
modern society and mature investiga- 
tion determine the validity its claims. 
Also, should encourage more intelligent 
thought and less blind compliance with the 
customs and fashions daily life. other 
words, teachers should instruct their pu- 
pils, St. Paul did Timothy “hold 
the form sound words” Tim. 1:13) 
and “avoid foolish and old wives’ fables” 
Tim. 4:7). St. Paul were instructing 
the twentieth-century pupil probably 
would warn him against credulously ap- 
proving every novel doctrine, theory, 
advertisement propagandized via television, 
radio, the newspaper, and books. And 
since the Apostle the Gentiles was such 
practical man, would also warn against 
placing too much credence the gossip 
one hears the subway that which 
confidentially whispered over the back 
fence. Perhaps St. Paul would remind the 
student make use his own intelligence 
lest God hold him accountable for burying 
his own talents and relying upon others 
think for him. 


Don’t Gullible 


Just people are funny and different, 
they are also very gullible, especially the 
more simple and truthful the species. 
Since this trait apparently inherent 
man, the student should constantly put 
guard against it. all began the 
Garden Paradise where Satan, like 
modern high pressure salesman, flattery 
and plausible argument, induced Eve 
take the forbidden fruit. Over the centu- 
ries until our own day people have been 
learning the dire consequences being 
“taken in.” the Gospels and Epistles 
there constantly recurring the warnings 
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beware seducers, false prophets, and 
lying teachers. Nevertheless, many have 
been led astray Protestantism, Jansen- 
ism, Materialism, and other isms too nu- 
merous mention. With slight fear 
offending oversimplification, one might 
blame some World War gullibil- 
ity. Dazzled the outlandish promise 
German empire that would last thou- 
sand years, the German people blindly 
followed the Nazi leaders into world con- 
flict. The beguiled their saner moments 
were made realize that Der Fuehrer had 
miscalculated some 993 years. 

example gullibility closer home 
that the simple “country hick” who 
buys the Brooklyn Bridge the Washing- 
ton Monument from some “city slicker” 
for fourteen dollars. The intelligent, that 
is, all those who are too clever fall for 
such tricks, unwittingly become victims 
the propaganda and advertisements which 
are being shouted crooned into their 
subconscious memories. 

The Communists are not far behind 
these quick-death techniques when 
question selling unsuspecting people 
their atheistic doctrines. During World 
War when Russia was our and 
Uncle Joe’s picture was greeted with ap- 
plause and cheers, the Marxists managed 
means Hollywood films present 
distorted glorified picture 
They showed how all the 
robust men, having cheerfully worked the 
day the healthful wheat fields, eve- 
ning come galloping into the village sing- 
ing some typical Cossack tune. Their wives 
and families are waiting with the freshly 
baked bread, plus the beer and vodka. 
Then all the happy peasants eat, drink, 
dance, and make merry far into the night. 
The simple and credulous emerged from 
such movies whistling 
“The Volga Boatman,” with 


sugar- 


coated conception life behind the iron 
curtain. pretty soft life those lucky 
Russians are living, isn’t it?” bit 
common sense and clear thinking could 
have answered that question. 


Teach Them Think 


point out the evils credulousness 
without offering some possible panacea 
probably would cynicism, or, best, 
idle destructive criticism. Therefore, here 
are few means which teacher may use 
fortify his pupils against the insidious 
methods and errors Communists, here- 
tics, advertisers, and any other deluded 
individual group having some false idea 
peddle. teacher any grade from 
elementary school the university can set 
pupil the right direction encourag- 
ing him think. answer should not 
considered complete merely because 
correct; the completion correct an- 
swer the reason why correct. 
pupil permitted glide through school 
assimilating the ipse dixit, that is, thought- 
lessly swallowing everything because 
“teacher says so,” “it the book,” 
ripe pickings for some doctrinaire. 

The first phase teaching the student 
think teaching him read discrimi- 
natingly. seems our lives are affected for 
better for worse and varying degrees 
every person, experience, book with 
which come into contact. What sad 
composite, then, who since childhood 
has been thoughtlessly 
ingly assenting everything has read. 
After reading few books, one ought 
strongly suspect that the author who 
presents only one side story may 
presenting the wrong side; truth does not 
fear inspection. 


Two Pictures 


English teacher may many ways 
develop his pupils cautious critical 
attitude reading. For example, may 
have them read, privately class, se- 
lected passages from one James Feni- 
more Cooper’s novels. Once the pupils are 
enthralled with the dignity and heroism 
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the “noble redman” the teacher may 
then read them sections Francis 
Talbot’s Saint Among Savages the 
Jesuit Relations both which more realis- 
tically portray the Indian ruthless, ig- 
norant, and almost diabolical savage. Such 
experience may first make the 
pupils rather skeptical their reading, but, 
carefully guided the teacher, they 
will stimulated think carefully and 
maturely before forming definite opinions 
concerning books. 

like procedure may used the 
history class. After acquainting the class 
with the traditional American views the 
Revolutionary War, the North’s atti- 
tude concerning the Civil War, the history 
teacher should present the other side 
the coin. How does Englishman 
Southerner regard these respective con- 
flicts? Viewing these wars from both sides 
will give the student truer historical pic- 
ture while developing him mature 
judgment. too, the science student who 
sees once popular theory disintegrate 
the light new critical 
investigation, will chary receiving 
dogmatic ethical such false im- 
moral doctrines the denial the soul, 
and artificial insemination which clutter 
many texts and periodicals science. 
Likewise, sociology, economics, and 
government classes, the fallacies those 
advocating the nonexistence absolutes, 
planned parenthood, Communism may 
viewed, and the truth these matters 
discussed. 


Know the Faith 


the religion class the catechist has 
vast field labor. This especially true 
high schools and colleges where the reli- 
gious educator should present the incon- 
testable, logical reasoning underlying the 
tenets Catholic faith which the pupils 
have not hitherto questioned. The answers 
many the groundless accusations most 
frequently hurled against the Church also 
may considered. Magazines, newspaper 
articles, books written against the 
Church, such Paul Blanshard’s Com- 
munism, Democracy and Catholic Power 
may brought high school college 
class expose the malicious lies, 
and honest errors.

“The total elementary and secondary 
school enrollment for the year 1953-54 
15,912. this number 12,375 are 
parochial elementary schools; 900 paro- 
chial junior high schools; 1105 paro- 
chial 4-year high schools; 989 private 
elementary schools; 543 private high 
schools; and two special elementary 
schools. The total number elementary 
and secondary schools the Archdiocese

“The total school enrollment represents 
increase 1683 over last year. The 
number pupils the first grade twice 
the number the eighth grade.
